Did this concurrent legislation depend upon the 
action of a single State, it might be anticipated with some 
measure of confidence, but where so many are to be con- 
sulted, and such vast and varied interests considered, and 
the rights of all to a great natural navigation protected, 
the result must be quite too uncertain to be made the basis 
for important Congressional action. The committee, with 
the utmost anxietv to accomplish the main object of the 
ard of trade of Pitt-burg, do not feel at liberty to sub- 
mit a proposition to the Senate which could not be sus- 
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The report very evidently favors the reservoir 
plan, and it must be admitted that the objections 
urged against the system of locks and dam* to Ims 
erected by a private company are eutitled > to consid- 
eration. It is important that all the plans sugges- 
ted should be maturely considered after ample in- 
formation has been obtained, and we hope this pre- 
liminary examination will be made at once and the 
enterprise in some shape perfected. We cordially 
agree with the chairman of the Senate Committee 
on Commerce, that, "if this improvement be not a 
fair subject for national care and aid, then no such 
subject can be found within the broad limits of the 
United States of America." 



Thk Imi-rovkmext of the Ohio River. — We 
alluded a few days ago to the bill pending in Con 
press to provide for preliminary surveys with a view 
to the adoption of some plan for the improvement 
of Jhe Ohio river at the expense of the General Gov 
ernment. The bill, which was introduced by Mr. 
Pugh, of Ohio, appropriates $50,000 for a topograph 
icat and hydrographical survey of the Ohio river 
and its tributaries to determine the practicability of 
establishing the reservoir system suggested by Mr. 
F.lleiJ^tl Capt. Humphreys and others. It also ap- 
propriates $'20,000 for the completion of the neces- 
sary surveys and examinations to ascertain the 
practicability of improving the navigation of the 
Ohio river by a series of dams and slack-water 
pools. 

Mr. Bigler. from the Committee on Commerce 
accompanied the bill with an able and interesting 
report, urging the very great importance of the iin 
provement of the Ohio river and strongly recom 
mending not only the passage of Mr. Pugh's bill 
providing for these preliminary surveys but the fina 
adoption and execution, at public cost, of the 
one of these plans presented which may lie found to 
promise the most success. 

We make the following extract from this report: 

Seven great States [Pennsylvania. New York. Virginia, 
Ohio. Kentucky. In. nana, and 1 IlinoU] are washed by 
tide river or drained bv its tributaries, each of which is 
more or less interested in itsfree ami constant navigation.

This subject was iutrodued into the Senate upon 
a memorial of the Pittsburg Board of Trade asking 
an appropriation of public lands in aid of a com- 
pany chartered or to be chartered by the States bor- 
dering on the Ohio river to improve its navigation. 
The company alluded to is the one chartered last 
winter by the State of Pennsylvania. It proposes 
to improve the river by the system of dams and 
slack-water pools. The report is unfavorable to this 
plan. With reference to its utility the report says: 

Against this scheme a variety of objections have been 
urg.d, such as that it wiil require the construction of forty- 
five or fifty high daais, costing a very large sum of mouey, 
liable to soustalit decay, aud to be swept away by the 
floods; that the locks cotilu not have the cecity to pass 
the number of cralts that would be presented at eertsJa 
periods; that it canno; Is introduced as a whole system, and 
that the ueraugem u\ m an. part ot it would arrest the 
whole The coiuuiitt. t arc not prepared to ju.lge of these 
objections; but itobvi ii-l. proposes aver.- violent inter- 
ference with the natural laws ol the navigation, and in 
doing UiU it ma/ possib!

The Prevalent Oim>h Thkocoii the Cirr.— 
We do not think that Cologne, the quaint old town 
upon the Rhine, rendered so famous by the i>oet Cole- 
ridge's versilied account of it* forty-odd rank and 
disgusting smells, could have exceeded in odorous 
disagreeableness this goodly city of ours. For a 
week past, Louisville has smelled to the very heav- 
ens. A peculiar, scarcely delinable and nauseating 
perfume has assailed all of our olfactories. It has 
been particularly offensive at night, and most pre- 
valent and penetrating in those places where it was 
least acceptable. In church it has interfered with 
the incense of prayer and devotion. In the play- 
house it has well nigh stifled actors and audience. 
In the concert room it has marred melody and mu- 
sic. In the parlor it has produced uupleasant 
thoughts and provoking suspicions. 

Everybody, indeed, has been sadly perplexed 
with this unaccountable and unseen enemy to good 
appetite and coinf jrtable existence. Innumerable 
housewives have beeu put to their wit's end to rid 
their premises of the stench, and h tve cleaned and 
scraped and scoured their pantries and chambers 
aud cellars in order to arrive at a state of purifica- 
tion. But all in vain. The poor rats, dead and 
buried, were of course charged *ich this rank of 
fense against good taste. They have been cursed 
no little, and several wholesale merchants on Main 
s:reet were at heavy expense in cleaning out their 
stores and moving all of their goods iu order to as- 
certain de:initely the number of unfortunate de- 
ceased rats. 

A solution has, however, at last, been found for 
this odorous problem. All the horrid stench eina- 
n.itcs from the gas that so brilliautly illuminates 
our streets and buildings. That is the head and 
trout of all oit'endidg. Ths Gas Company has been 
compelled recently to use Evansville coal in the 
manufacture of gas. Its component parts are very 
ditteretit from those of the i'ittsburg, being quite 
interior, and hence the sufferings endured by the pro- 
;*jx'i-esof our citizens. But there was no alterna- 
tive for the Company other than the stopjmge of the 
supply of gas, or the use of the Evansville article. 
They acted the part of wisdom, lor gas-light is an 
iudispensable luxury, although it may and does 
part ike of the smell of assafu?tida. 



The MrRUKR oe Dr. Bi rdei-u— The city of New 
York has been for some time in a perfect uproar of 
excitement upon the subject of the murder of Dr. 
Burdell. Nothing else seems to be talked of or 
written of or thought of or dreamed of in the great 
Gotham. As the Cincinnati Commercial says, 
"Multitudinous columns of the mammoth journals 
of the metropolis are filled with accounts of the 
murder of Dr. Burdell. Diagrams of his building, 
sketches of his life, descriptions of his person, the 
lives and adventures of all persons intimately con- 
nected with him, testimony concerning the circum- 
stances of tlie discover}* of the body, the disposi- 
tion of the furniture, details of the post mortem 
examination, elaborate guesses at the facts of the 
murder, occupy the news column, of the papers, 
while the leading editorial columns are filled with 
tlie theories, surmises, and philosophisings of the 
leading editors." 

For our own p irt, we cannot well understand why 
all this terrible commotion has been got up about 
the murder of an individual in New York. To be 
sure Dr. Burdell is said to have been worth a hun- 
dred thousand dollars, Uit no one pretends that he 
was at all distinguished for his talents or any un- 
common virtues, or that he even occupied a high so- 
cial position. .Men. not less worthy than he Ls pre- 
sumed to have been, arc murdered continually iu 
New York with the pistol, the knife, the slung-shot, 
and the garrote, and their dead" bodies are found 
upon their own door-steps or at the corners of the 
streets, and the whole matter is passed over w ith a 
paragraph in the newspapers, and the mystery of 
the iniquity remains forever unfathomed. Un- 
doubtedly the murder of Dr. B. was atrocious, but 
we do not see why the population of a great city, 
with the cry of murder nightly ringing in their ears, 
should pass over a hundred murders to convulse 
themselves so fearfully over one. 

It is very easy to see, that, if the individuals to 
whom the finger of suspicion in New York is now 
pointed as the perpetrators of the murder orpartici 
pators in it shall be brought to trial, there will ex 
ist scarcely the shadow of a possibility of a fair trial 
e an honest jury. Scores of columns of the 
huge journals of New York have been filled day 
after day with the details of all the testimony be- 
fore the coroner's jury and with the arguments and 
the impassioned declarations of the editors as to the 
guilt of this, that, or the other person. If there 
were no strong public excitement, these publications 
would be a matter of less consequence, for then 
thousands and tens of thousands would neglect to 
read them, but, in the present roused condition of 
public feeling, all read them, and all to a greater or 
less extent, and generally to the greatest possible 
extent, make up their minds in relation to the guilt 
or innocence of the parties implicated. If they 
were to read no details or arguments, but merely to 
hear rumors passing from mouth to mouth through 
the streets, it might matter Httle, for their minds 
would be left by the myriad of vague andeontri - 
dictory oral rumors in a state pt doubt not at all 
unfavorable to a faithful investigation of facte and 
a perfectly impartial decision; but, when men read 
the testimony and the strong comments of the 
ablest writers in the community, accompanied with 
fierce declamation, it is in the nature of things im- 
possible or next to impossible that their minds 
should not be strongly biased. We have no doubt 
that the minds of the whole reading population of 
New York are now definitely made up as to the guilt 
or innocence of the persons committed for Dr. Bur- 
dell's murder. The consequence must be, that, 
when the time shall arrive for the obtaining of a 
jury to try the question of th«ir guilt, every honest 
and conscientious man. upon being asked "whether 
he has made up his mind, will answer that he has, 
aud of course not be allowed to serve. None but 
perjured villains will answer otherwise. Hence 
the jury, if there be one, will consist of twelve base 
and infamous men; and to that jury w ill be confi- 
ded the vindication of the majesty of the law in a 
case that is agitating New York as" by the might of 
an earthquake. 



RIVER AND STEAMBOAT MATTERS. 

The river was falling last evening with 8 feet 8 
inches water on the falls. There was very little ice 
running, but it will be seen from our Cincinnati 
dispatch that there is more coming. The weatlier 
has however moderated very much, and the sky 
had every appearance of rain. If this continue*, 
the ice in the river will be softened and offer but 
little impediment to navigation.

Several days ago you were informed that the sub- 
ject of the enlargement aud improvement of the 
Louisville and Portland caual occupied the atten- 
tion of the committee on commerce in each House 
ot' Congress. In both a strong desire Is manifested 
to consummate the plans heretofore suggested. 

Mr. Slidell of the Senate has submitted, from his 
committee, a bill coutaining the following features: 

1. The Louisville and Portland Canal shall be 
improved in the manner hereinafter stated. The 
canal as it now exists to lie widened so that it shall 
lie one hundred feet wide in the water-way and its 
channel depth made uniform and sufficient for the 
passage of any boats which can navigute the river 
in low water above and below the falls, and two 
liasins to be formed in the canal for the purpose of 
permitting boats to pass, not less than one hundred 
,»ud seventy-five feet wide and four hundred and 
fifty feet long. There shall also be made a branch 
to the canal, of width and depth corresponding with 
the residue, when improved as above provided, 
which shall leave the present canal at dry dock, ana 
enter the river below the rocks, near' the foot of 
Sandy Island; which branch canal shall l« furnished 
with one or two Hft Inrlr i,at tfca foot eighty feet wide 
and four hundred f'ect long in the chamber. There 
shall also be placed at the head of the canal a proper 
guard-lock and gates, and along its line two draw 
or other pivot bridges, provided however that the 
improvements tie made in such manner as to cause 
the least possible interruption to the navigation of 
the canal while they are in progress. 

2. The present rates of tolls shall continue as at 
present fixed by the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
the money raised from them, after paying the neces- 
sary expenses of the management, shall be appro- 
priated and used in improving and maintaining the 
work; but after the improvements shall have been 
completed, the rates of tolls >haU be reduced to ten 
cents per ion for steam vessels, and proportionate 
rates tor other craft, unless a greater amount be 
necessary to pay for managing and keeping the 
OMmI in repair and to improve the same. 

J. The canal shall remain a public work for the 
accommodation of all vessels and craft desiring to 
Mi it, under the control and direction of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 

This is not exactly such a bill as it was anticipat- 
ed the committee of the Senate would report; but 
doubtless the gentlemen there having it m charge 
t bought it would be a lietter measure than one 
drawing money from the National Treasury for that 
purpose, especially as the President of the United 
States is known to be much given to vetoes of such 
bills. This steers clear of the heretofore annunciat- 
ed constitutional objections to similar works of in- 
ternal improvement. 

In this connection, it is proper to state that the 
House Committee on Commerce are willing and fa- 
vorable to a direct appropriation of $500,000 toward 
the canal improvement; and I learn th.it Hun. Hum- 
phrey Marshall has a bill providing for the improve- 
ment in a manner similar to that in the Senate bill; 
but propo-ing the above named amount of money to 
continue the work. 

The Senate bUl will be acceptable, provided that 
the funds cannot be procured from "money in the 
I'reasury not otherwise appropriated." 

Very much fun was enjoyed in the Senate jester- 
day — a pleasant little interlude to the dry debate on 
the question whether Mr. Fitch, of Indiana, should 
•e sworn in as a Senator from that State. Judge 
Butler, a venerable snow-white headed gentleman, 
with a ruddy face, and of an extremely nervous 
temperament, was "laying down the law," and 
proudlv proclaiming that he was an "old foot," 
when Gen. Cass, the senior of Judge Butler, hastily 
left his seat, and at a bound was at the side of his 
friend, convulsively shaking his hand, in approba- 
tion of the declaration, aud as much as to say, 
"I'm with you, old /el." Here were two "old 
fogies," hand in hand, presenting a novel spectacle, 
aud affording to the memliers of the Senate and the 
crowded galleries an occasion to indulge themselves 
in loud and prolonged laughter; the aucieut twain, 
meanwhile, enjoving themselves extravagantly 
while iu fraternal junction. 

Dr. Fitch was permitted to take his seat in the Sen- 
ate, on the ground that his credentials were prima 
Lcie evidence of his election; but these and the pro- 
tests of the two branches ef the Indiana Legislature 
will be considered by the proper committee.

I can enjoy 
it wonderfully, and, witli my summer dress, I have 
more warmth of body and flow of thought than 
those who are clothed in furs. I have not even felt 
the cold in all my tour. Saturday week was a cold 
day in this section of the country — the cold ranging 
from 65, 56, 46, 40, and 32 degrees lielow zero. 
The mercury thermometers become useless at aliout 
42 degrees below zero, the mercury becoming solid. 

Last Saturday I was out in a snow storm nearly 
all day. About a foot of snow fell, and I enjoyed it 
more than any snow storm for a long while.

The State is irredeemably Black Republican of the 
deepest dy e. and will, iu all probability give a larger 
majority for the Republican party at the next Presidential 
election than it did last year. The present population of 
the State fMUas them to a representation iu the National 
Legislature of eight votes. 

There will be quite a large emigration from this State on 
the opening of spl ine into Kansas Territory.

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

Ge.nti.kmkn: — The ferry question is one that con- 
cerns tha public at large, and should not be ignored 
or compromised by private friendship and personal 
respect. It is a subject in which thousands of people 
are interested. In this light it should lie discussed, 
leaving out of view all private and individual par- 
tialities. 

Now, I would remark that between the ferries of 
Jt.fFer»onville and New Altjany there is scarcelv a 
comparison. The latter never did and never will do 
half the business of the former. The people from 
the back couiitrj- who go to New Albany go there to 
trade and not to cross the river. The reverse is the 
case with those who come to Jeft'ersonville; an over- 
whelming majority of them come here with the in- 
tention of crossing over to Louisville. 

New Albany does business independent of Lou- 
isville. She furnishes a market for the produce of 
the surrounding country in exchange, for which she 
supplies dry goods and groceries to any amount. 
This is not the case with Jelfersonville. "Hence the 
people w ho bring produce to Jeffersonville expect 
to disport of it in Ixmisville. Besides this, the 
freight brought by the railroad to New Albany is 
not intended for I»uisville, but either for that place 
alone or for shipment down the river. Those facts 
will explain the reason why two ferries are not pro- 
fitable at New Albany. 

It is ideal to suppose that the crossing between 
Jeffersonville and Louisville will either remain what 
it now is or diminish. I have resided in this place 
nearly thirty years, and have seen it increase 
least thirty fold. This increase has been going on 
from year to year until at the present time, it is im- 
possible for two boats, in any condition of the river, 
to do the ferrying without vexatious detention. If 
your correspondent could be on our wharf for a series 
of days aud witness the contention among the team- 
sters " about who should go on the boat and who 
should be left, he would no doubt modify his opin- 
ions. I have been eye-witness of these contentions, 
amounting occassionally to fights. 

It has moreover become dangerous for light car- 
riages to go on the boats. The crowd of heavy 
wagons is so great that they are in danger of being 
crushed to pieces. There should lx> a boat exclu- 
sively for this class of vehicles. The large freight 
wagons might be landed opposite Jeffersonville iust 
as well as at the terminus of Second street. This 
would not only save time, but be safer and more 
convenient for light carriages and foot passengers. 
Increase the faculties for crossing and the business 
will increase in the same ratio. If a ferry with 
gross receipts amounting to two hundred dollars per 
day is not profitable tbe fault is in the management 
of its finances. Upon calm reflection (I am of the 
opinion) that another ferry will not only be profita- 
ble, but is the only means of ensuring expedition 
and convenience to the public.

Hog fUCKOn on the Cumberland. — The 
Clarksville Chronicle gives the following statement 
of the hog business on the Cumlierhind river: 

Number killed at Tric'es, 6,955; weight (net total) 
1,510,961 lbs; average, 217 lbs V hog. 

The product of these 6,955 hog, was as follows: 
2,961 bbls. mess pork; 9 bbls M. O.; 152 bblsrump- 
175,880 lbs leaf-lard; 41,600 lbs head-lard; 36,228 
tbs gut-lard; 26,318 lbs grease. 

The averages for hog was of leaf-lard 25.30 lbs; of 
head-lard, 6 lbs; of gut-lard 5.20 tbs; and of grease 
3.78 lbs. 

The number of hogs killed at this place, during 
the same time, is 8,860; weight (nett total) 1,927,- 
725; average nett weight, per hog, 218,70 lb. This 
is 1,905 more hogs than were killed at Trice's, and 
the excess in weight is 426,761 lbs. The excess of 
the average weight, here is 1.50 V hog. 

We have not been furnished with the full product 
of the killing here, but a calculation close enough 
for ordiuary purposes may easily l>e made from the 
figures we have given the proportionate product at 
both places being nearly the same. 

Suicide.— A letter from Philadelphia, dated 9th, 
says: 

Mr. Goorge W. Watson, the celebrated carriage 
builder, yesterday morning, committed suicide. 
For a year or more" past he has been an inmate of the 
Pennsylvania Institution for the Insane, in West 
Philadelphia. Mr. Watson was taken yesterday 
morning, by one of the keepers of the Institution, 
to a barber shop, under the Ohio Hotel, Market 
street, West Philadelphia, to get shaved. He ap- 
peared at the time quite calm and rational, and no 
violence was apprehended from him. While being 
shaved he maintained his composure, and arose 
when it was finished and walked to the wash bowl. 
After washing himself he seized a razor, and before 
his hand could be arrested had cut his throat. 
Death ensued in a few minutes. The deceased at 
one time was one of our most respectable citizens, 
and accumulated in the prosecution of his business 
a lanre fortune.

London, Jan. 23, 1-57. 
The effect of the China intelligence on the London tea 
market has been a further rise in tea of one penny (2 cts.) 
per pound. 

The question which still occupies the greatest attention in 
business circles is that of the probability of an early return 
of the Rank of England to a higher rate of discount. Siuce 
the reduction was made to ti per cent, on the lsth of De- 
ennber, there hs» been a constaut tendency to a renewal of 
gold shipments to tne continent, chicflv for the purchase of 
silver for transmission to India. Uiiring the last few days 
this action has increased, and it Ls therefore considered cer- 
tMin tha», unless some large arrival, shall meanwhile occur 
from Australia, the Bank will hardly delay for more than a 
week or two the adoption of some preventive measures. 

A circumstance which adds to this prospect is that the 
Ilauk of France are understood also to be again suffering a 
reduction of bullion. The. renew ed efflux is uotat present 
believed to be very great, but there are signs that it is likely 
to be continuous, and as a very little pressure would suffice 
to bring about another panic like that which was witnessed 
two iuoutbs ago. the position is watched with considerable 
auxiety. Amongst the maddest proceedings of the French 
speculators the recent loan of $15,000,000 to the Spaui.sh 
Government has been most promineut. and there is little 
doubt tint it will add considerably to ths inconveniences 
of the period. 

It must be mentioned, however, that, although much Ls 
thus presented to shut out the hope of an easier money- 
market, there are several contingencies which may oper- 
ate to prevent the apprehended iucrease of pressure. With- 
in a week from this date an extraordinarily large supply of 
silver is exiK-eted from Mexico; another heavy arrival will 
at the same time be due trnni Australia, and a BMtfal re- 
sumption of remittances from New York U also considered 
probable. Immense If nHtkn of silk and tea are at the 
same time being received from China, aud these, of course, 
are just as useful in their iinaucial effect as if the same 
value had been brought iu gold. Last week the silk arri- 
vals from China were worth $1,500,01*1. 

Whether the com -e of the discount market, however, be 
toward pressure or relaxation, the commercial interests of 
the country' BMaajBt to go ou with little variation in the un- 
interrupted course of prosperity which attended them 
throughout the whole of the past year. While persons en- 
gaged in uew financial schemes or in general stock specula- 
tions are anxiously watching the question, it Ls surprising 
to observe the almost total iadillereuce with which it Is re- 
carded in the great mauulacturing BMartl throughout the 
kingdom. 

With the exception of the building trade, which has 
been greatly overdoue for several years past, and which is 
now sustaining a severe reaction, there is scarcely a branch 
of industry iu which there is not full employment; and 
this employment, so far from being carried on with a view 
to a speculative accumulation of stocks, barely results in 
satisfying the daily demand. Hence, when an iucrease is 
.me urn-, ii in the rate for money, the manufacturer, in- 
stead of being driven to part » ith his goodi- at a sacrifice, 
which would lie the case if he held them oti speculation, 
actualle advances his priivs to meet the increased ch irge 
to which be is thus subjected. It is merely a matter of ad- 
justment, involving little else than the trouble of a few 
fresh calculation*, and consequently the changes which at 
other tim: * would have created excitement all over the 
country are now scarcely considered worthy of a remark. 

In the London stock exchange, however, their inHnence 
is very different. Just to the extent that the extraordinary 
profits of trade render it worth while for the commercial 
body to increase their biddings for the use of money, the 
ind ispositiou to seek the old fashioned channels of invest- 
ment become* manifest. The concoctors of companies, 
therefore, find their trade utterly ruined. If they prom- 
ise 5 «, or 7 per cent, it is only as much as can be obtained 
by the public in other ways without risk, and if they prom- 
ise more they are regarded with suspicion. In this state of 
affairs, there is, happilv, little encouragement for the Rus- 
sian railway plans. Within the past fortnight, some per- 
sons from St. Petersburg are understood to have privately- 
visited London with the object of seeiug whether the time 
was ri|ie, and they are likely to carry back to the Czar a 
very dismal accoiiut of their chances. 



Commotion at thk White House.— Tbe Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York Evening Post 
says that there was a small flutter at the Whire 
House when District Attorney, John McKeon, tele- 
graphed that Falien's coun-el had produced a letter 
franked by the President, and implicatiug that fnnc- 
tionary in the Central American speculations of 
General Walker's "Director of Colonizarion." In- 
structions were at once sent from Attorney-General 
( ushiiig's oliite to Mr. McKeon, by order of the 
President, authorizing his absent to the production 
in Court of all letters or documents implicating any 
functionary of Government in the business. 

The story goes that the letjer aforesaid is a simple 
acknowledgment, on the part of Mr. Sidney Web- 
ster, the President's private secretary, of the pres- 
ent of certain shares of stock in the Kinney (not 
the Walker) enterprise, in tiehalf of himself and 
others not named. Who these others are is not 
stated, but they may have been anybody else as 
well as the President. I understand that Mr. 
Webster, who has written a letter of like character 
with the President's to Mr. McKeon. says that the 
.President was entirely ignorant of the use of his 
' Trank in the instance referred to; but, being out of 
letter stamps, he (Mr. W.) inconsiderately enclosed 
the epistle in one of the President's, which happen- 
ed to be lying on the table. 

Subsequently, however, when the Kinney enter- 
prise, which was purely land speculation, unjusth 
fell into suspicion as a military expedition of con- 
travention of the neutrality laws, Mr. Webster vol- 
untarily surrendered and returned his stock to Mr. 
Fa bens".
